On the 20th of August 1941, ROSENBIRG wrote to the Reich Commis- 
sioner Ostland, he wished distinct to prohibit the transfer of any kind of 


art treasure from any pl&e whsbseevor without the approval of the Reich Commis- 


sioner (foc.Np. 1015 c = PS). On the 302% of September 1942, (Doc oNy.1015N-PS) 


an order was issued by the High Command of the Armed Forces in agreement with 
ROSENBERG, to the following effect: 

"Apart from exceptional cases when it is urgent to safeguard objectsof cul- 
tural value which are in danger, it is desired that for the time being such ob- 
jects be left where they are." Further, it says: The troops and all military 6 
vice posts within the operational arsa are invariably directed to spage valu- 
able cultural monuments as far as possible and to prevent thoir destruction or 
danazge! In the report of "Special Staff for Plastic Arts" (Work report for tt 
period October 1940 to July 19l, poc. N5.1015B-PS, RF-1323) it cays that in th 
occupied eastern territorics the activities of the Special Staff for Plastic 
Arts were restricted to the scientific and photographic seizure of official 
collections, and that the safeguardia, and protection of these was carried out 
in cooperation with the military and civilian service posts; it further says 
that in the course of ¥acating the t critories a few hundred valuable Icons an 
paintings, etc.wwere saved and with the cooperation of individual army groups 
were brought to a place of hiding in the Reich. Finally, on the 12th of June 
1942, ROSENBERG sent out the following decree in a ctreular letter to the hig- 
aest Reich authoritics. In the occupied eastern territories a number of 

posts and individual people are occupied with the salvaging of objects of cul- 


tural value. They work from various aneles and independent of each other. 
۹ 
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Finally, I want to refer to Document No,1109-PS8, a report ۰ 
ing to which scientific institutes that had been saved were ready to 
taken oack to the Ukraine immediately after the hoped- for reentry of 
the troops. I consider it complet: ly impossible to read anything abou 
looting into this clear text, 

Certainly, in the East great quantities of cultural objects of 
considerable value were destroyed by direct military action or by 
wanton destruction or looting, It would a fundamental misjudgins of 
the true fects of the case and a great injustice if these losses show 
be charged to the account of the Rosenberg Einsatzstab (task force) 
and its chief, for his efforts were in the opposite direction, 

3) In the West. 

In the vest (see Robert SCHOLZ's testimony of 19 May 1946, Docum 
No.Ro.41) the case was different, but, in my opinion, here also the 
defendant cannot be charged with looting and robbing objects of art, 
When, in the summer of 1940, the Parisians, with the exception of the 
Jews, head once more returned, somebody conceived the idea of searchin 
the now owneriless apartments, houses and castles for books 
and libraries and of taking what was interesting of this scientific 
material to Germany.

It set up an accurate card -index containing the name of the 
particular owner of each picture, photographed the obj cts of art, 
scientifically appraised them, repaired them expertly insofar ns was 
necessary, packed them carefully «nd shipped them to the Bavarian 
castles of Neuschwanstein and Chiemsee, Because of the danger of air

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stored in an old Austrian mine. ROSENBERG attached great importance 
to keeping the objects cared for by the Einsatzstab separa t-

THE NORWAY. OPERATION, 


The prosecution characterizes ROSENBERG and RAEDER ^s the most 
energetic conspirators of the Norway Operation and later in the same 
matter calls ROSENBERG a "dealer in hich treason", The opinion of t 
prosecution and also the supposition of the present Norwegian Govern- 
nent (Norwegian report of 3 October 1945, Docunent No. TC-56) are 
obviously that the Party's forei r office(Aussenpolitisches Ant) of 
which ROSENBERG was the head, ani Quisling had plotted the war 
against Norway in a mutual conspiracy, I believe that of all the 
charges against ROSENBERG hitherto dealt with none has less foundati 
then this one, On the basis of the few documents which have been sub 
mitted to the court, in my opinion the case could doubtless be 
cleared up in favor of the defendant, 

There was a Party "foreign office" (Aussenpolitisches Amt)(A.P, 
which had the task of informing foreign visitors about the Nettonel. 
Socialist movement, of referrin= any possible suggestions to the 
officiel offices, and otherwise of functioning as a central office 
of the Party for questions of foreign policy. The special interest, 
and I may perhaps say the special sympathy of the leading mon of the

European entanglements «nd expressed the fear that Norway was in dar 
of being drawn into them, He then feared above all a partitioning of 
his country in such a manner that the Soviet Union would occupy the 
northern part and England the sovu'hern part of Norway. 

QUISLING again appeared before ROSENBERG in Berlin fin December 
1939. The latter arranged for a conference with the Fuehrer. HITLER 
declared that he would by far prefer to have Norway remain completely 
neutral and that he did not intend : to extend the theater of war and 
involve more nations in the conflict, but he would know how to defenc 
himself ageinst a further isolation of, and further threats against, 
Germany. In order to counteract tre increasing activity of enemy 
propacanda, QUISLING was promised financial support of his movenent, 
which was based on the Pan-Germenic idea, 

The military treatment of the questions now taken up was assigne 
to a special military staff: ROSENBERG was to deal with the political 
aspect and he appointed his assistant SCHEIDT to maintain liaison be 
ween hin and QUISLING., -HAGELIN, a Norwegian confidential arent of 
QUISLING's, in January 1940 gave ROSENBERG some nore disturbing 3 
on the feared violation of neutrality by the Norwegian government 
and ROSENBERG passed them on to HITLET 
After the "Altmark" incident, HAGELIN, who moved in Norwegian governr 
circles, intensified his warnings. The Allied had already begun to 


study the Norwegian 
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seaports for disembarkation and transportation possibilitics; in any 
case the Norwegian governnent would be satisfied with protests on pape 
and QUISLING sent the message that ۵ delay in undertaking a counter 
-action would mean an exceptional risk. RO SENBERG again 
handed the reports immediate iy to HI Te 
LER, It he had not done so that would actually have been treaso 
to his country. The German counter-blow followed on 9. 441940 end ROSEN

However, an earlier 
report of QUISLING appeared less fantastic to ROSENBERG; according to

and assures them of his sympathy, 


Persecution of the Church. 

The prosecution maintains that Rosenberg together with Bormann 
issued the orders for religjous persecutions and induced others to 
participate in those persecutions, However, not a single order of tk 
kind is known, There were presented only writings of Bormann, partly 
to Rosenberg, partly to others, from which no charges against Rosen- 
berg can be drawn, On the contrary, Rosenberg was repeatedly reproac 
as once when in the presence of Hitler he praised a book by Reichs- 
bishop ifueller (Doc.No.100-PS, USA 691). Another time, when Rose 
cave Reichsbishop Mueller instruction to work out directives for 
thoughts regarding religious instruction in schools (Doc, No.098-PS, 
USA 350). Once again when Rosenbers promoted a strictly Christian 
piece of writing by General von Rabe mu, 

As a Witness Rosenberg declared himself (Prot.p.1874) that he 
always declined propaganda advocating the withdrawel from the Church 
and never called for state and police measures against his clerical 
and scientific opponents, and particularly he never used the police 
for suppressing those who were opponents of his 'liyth.".In December

ROSENBERGsscientific contribution to the racial ("voelkisch") ideology consists 
in his description of the rise and fall of great historical figures, who were born 
of races and people who set up defirite s‘iandards in all fields of language, custom, 
art, religion, philosophy, and politics. According to ROSENBERG the efforts of the 
20th century to establish a form for itself are a struggle for the independance of 
the human personality. In ROSENBERG's opinion then essence is the consciousness of 
honor. The myth of national honor is at the same time the myth of blood and race; th 
race produces and supports the maximum vil.ue of honor. Therefore, the struz;le for 
the maximum value of honor is also a spiritual struggle with other systems and their 
maximum values. Thus intuition stands against intuition, will against will. 
ROSENBERG expresses this thought in the following manner (iyth", Intrr2uction, pages 
1 and 2): "History and the task of the future no longer means a struggle between 

lassos,it will no longer be a stugele between church dogma and dogma, but the dis- 
pute between blood and blood, race and race, people and people. And this means: A 
struggle between psychic value and psychic value". Consequently, Rosenberg had, in 
any case, no ideas of genocide as Raphael LEMKIN opines in "Axis Rule in Occupied 
Europe", page 81, where he ends the above quotation after the words "race and race, 
people and people, but he believed in a struggle between psychic value and psychic _ 
value, in other words, spiritual controversy» 

I mention this spiritual tendency in order to explain the peculiar fact in' 
National-Socialism that political eonsiderations born of the intellect often the 
pathos of will and faith. In ROSENBERG's case this danger did not appear so much, 

In making everything revolve around the "soil", i.e, the fatherland, and its history 
and peasantry as the life-grcwing forees from which spring the essence of a race, he 
remains in the sphere of life's realities.

To this line ROSENBERG, as chief of the Foreirn Office of the 
Party, remained true, Unfortunately, he coulà only work tar Ansel 
his word, No witness could confirm in this court room that ROSENRET 
had any influence on the actual foreicn policy, whether it was 
directed by NEURATH, RIBBENTROP, GOERING or HITLER himself. Neithe 
in the Austrian, nor in the Czech, nor in the Polish, nor in the 
Russian complex has his name been mentioned in connection with the 
charze of participation in aggressive wars. Everywhere he was plac: 
before accomplished facts. In the war azainst the Soviet—Union he 
received his orders only when the war avainst Russia had already b: 
declared an acute possibility. He did not stir up the Norwerian 
campaign, but passed on personal information in accordance to his 
duty. 

Now, as rezords ROSENBERG's speeches and vritin-^s on the prob? 
of general forei:n politics he advocated the "Anschluss" (union) of 
the Austrians who had been forcibly excluded from the Reich as a 
demand born of the right to self-determination which had been proc. 
laimea by the Allies themselves, The revision of Versailles was a 
postulete of justice arainst a violation of the treaty of 11 Novem 
1918.

On the other hand one must insist with greatest 
there is no proof of Rosenberg's being aware of the exterminati 
lion Jews. The prosecution blaming him for making preparations for 
anti-Somitic congress a ate as 1944, which did not take place only ۷ 
of tho course of the war, That sense could such a congress have 
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In looking over ROSENBERG's writings, one more often finds 
statements and expressions which give a decided impression of tolera! 

He says, for example; in his "Myth", page 610, of the nationa: 
church, which strove for! "A German church cannot pronounce compul 1 
dogmas which every one of 4ts followers is compelled to believe, ever 
at the risk of losing his everlasting salvation." In his speech "Tdeol: 
and Dogmatics" on November 5, 1938, in the University Halle-Witteber: 
he demanded tolerance toward all denominations with the demand of "i 
reapect for every real denomination" (Doc, Book I, page 156, oè. Nos’ 
70) and in his speech "On German Intellectual Freedom" of July 6,19% 
he also spoke up for the freedom of conscience (Doc. Book I, pase 140, 
Dot. No. Ro. Ta). There was no document presented which contained € 
proposal by ROSENBERG for criminal persecution against one of his 
iumerous ideological opponents, although he may have been prompted t 
do so by their sharp nttneks on his opinions. 

Further, the Prosecution accused him of militarism and an 
exaggerated respect for the soldier (Soldatisnus,) ROSENBERG was 
an admirer of the soldier's life and his heroic attitude toward 

he also admired the peasant's standards as the basis of the nati 
character (Volkstum ), He promoted the creation of a people's army 
(Volksheer) , first as the outward expression of Germany's unity, ° 
at home for the purpose of strengthening and educating the people. H 
over, he denies that in this connection he thought of world conquest 
On this point I can refer to his speech "Germany's Position in the 
wûrlaû" of October 30,1933. There he offered peace to Russie on the 
occasion of the German withdrawal from the League of Nations, (Blood 
and Honor", Doc.Book I, page 147). I shall quote this part for it 
proves also that National -Socialism did not want to interfere in the 
affairs of other countries: "We are ready at ony time, to maintain 
absolutely correct relations with Soviet Russia, because we ,of couvre 
do not necessarily want to change the valves of an ideology in the 


field of foreign policy and foreign relations." 
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And in the same speech he emphasizes that the avowal of an ideology, 
which he calls ethnology is"not meant to be a lecture on racial 
hatred, but a lecture on racial respect" ("Blood and Honor" page 377

from self-assertion and mobilization for defense than from the Ais- 
appointments of the international negotiations carried on up to thet 
tine, Ho was always ready for an understanding based on equal reprer 
ation (Doc.N6.002-P8, USA-603). 

ROSENBERG has been further reproached with anti-Christianity ar 

reproach 

neo=-paganism. It 1s true tig/as not raised on account of his theory 
owing to the persecution of the Christian religion in all its forms 
which resulted from it. ROSENBERG was an opponent of Christianity in 
its -as he means- present historical forms, the same as of Jewry. Ir 
place of Christianity he wanted to strive for an idealistic, racial] 
and ethnically conditioned religion, an emotional religion of blood 
and soil. 

He thereby attacked Christianity abd Jewry theoretically, and 
hoped that the Christian churches would languish among the German 
people, but one will always have to admit that ROSENBERG staced no 


violent persecution, 
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He carried on this battle with intellectual weapons, Here too, since 
he expected freedom of conscience for himself, he advocated freedom 
of conscience for others, and pointed out that with his "Myth" ^ anc 
his new rcligiousness he did not wish to confuse the church believe: 
but to create new spiritual ties for those, too, who had ceased to t 
2olievers in the church, 

The word master race, to my knowledge, does not appear in ROSE! 
BERG's writings, since it also does not fit into ROSENBERG!s ideolog 
which proceeds from the race as a general law. Therefore, ROSENBERG 
eveaks of the Nordic, iieditemenean. Dinaric race, in relation to 
races which are bidlepically different, not in the sense of an arroge 
Judgment as to value, but in the sense of racial facts, in the 6 
of honoring the entire human race cf Europe. 

AS concerns the Party prozram, despite the assertions of the 
prosecution, it was not he, ROSENBERG who designed 1t, Like so many 
other things, the meaning and action of the Party prorram, have ۲ 
deen overestimated and exagreratsd, It was one of the first deeds 
of the Nationel-Socialist government to design a reconstruction 
program, of which the defendant FUNK said that almost any other 
liberal or democratic zovernment could accept it also. In place of 
brecking the interest servitude, the reinstatement of a sound money 
and credit system was demanded, I could go ^n quoting a number of 
exanples for instance, the program of foreigners'rights for the 
Jews, which was not carried out, The party program was not adhered 
to subsequently, either in the positive or the negative sense, Rule:

The entire ideology of the journalist and author ROSENBERG 


becones intensified and is rendered more menacing 
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to peace according, „to the prosecution by the fact that ROSENBERG 
was the deputy of tiğğkienrer for the supervision of the entire intel. 
ectual and idcologignl education of the NSDAP, .How did this assignment 
come about and what were the. circumstances concerning it? On the basi, 
of his previous experience in the educational work of the Party, its 
organizational leader asked Rosenberg whether he would not undertake

if the Fuehrer wished it go, Whereupon on the 24th of January 1934 th 
Fuehrer appointed him the leader of the designated office. It was a 
party office and had nothing to “o with the schools (as 1s erroneousl 
assumed), The office had no right to issue directives to national 
offices: even any possible correspondence with them had to be sent 
only vie the party office, Neither did it have any risht to suppress 
books, etc. Even a rizht to issue directives to the party was not 
granted the more so since the branch schocl cirectors were also 
subordinated to the Reichsleeders (SA.SS.HJ,.), Therefore, from the 
very beginning ROCENSERG dià not consider his work as that of an 
intellectual police, but as an executive, unifying work, as the centr 
point of the expression and realization of the factual and personal 
power of convincing and of initiative, 

Me had no offices in the various Gaus, not even any separate 
representatives; he accepted the Gau Education Leader as his deputy 
at the same tine in order to maintain a connection with practical 
education in the country, 

The office had many things to review in the course of time, yet 
in the beginning it remained quite limited, 

It became subdivided into various spheres of work: teaching 
and education proper, cultivation of literature, the arts, cultural 
and general problems, About twice a year, for the purpose of conparin 
teaching experiences, ROSENBERG eslled together the socalled "Yorkin 


Community for the Inetruction of the Entire Movement", 
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In it were represented the educational deputies of the political 
leacership an? its verious subdivisions, They reported on their wor! 
and expresse? their suggestions, On the basis of these suggestions, 
ROSENBERG lectured frequently in the Gaus on appropriate topics, 
and likewise induced his collaborators to handle such questions in 
all the subdivisions, These are the two educational meetings which 
the Frosecution (Prot.p.2265) mentioned in its brief by reason of 
their alleged "broad influence on the community schools" ns an indi: 
ation of criminal activity. This generally executive work found 
expression particularly in the periodicals of the offices of ROSEN- 
BENG's department, At first in tho "N,S.iionthly Booklets", which 
after 1955 acquire? a gradually increasing polenical-political 
content in the interest of handling historical,cultural, scientific 
topics,"art in the German Reich" achieved special Sipnificance, as 
1t simply offered the most beautiful exanples in the wav of contemn 
rary plastic art, excellently presented without discussion.

It is sinply not true if the Prosecution declares that ROSEN- 

BERG used his assicnnent to sow hatred, The essence of his entire 

work efter 1933 was towards a Ceepening and large-scale promotion 


of new positive talents, 
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Political polemics in these seven yoars has almost entirely disappeared. 


But for the difficulties in tho language, one would find in glancing 
over tho journals and specches, an honest great effort, whether 
ROSEHBERG spoke to the youth or to the technicians, teachers, lawyors, 
workers, professors, women, at mectings of historians or the Northern 
Society. (Nordische Gesellschaft) 
Heads of his offices 0 instrumental in publishing and promoting valu- 
able works of art: Classics of music, history of the German ancostry, 
world political librarios, developriont of the German peasantry, and 
others. In the present passionate days one is not interested to know of 
this side of a life work, and I only touch upon it but wish to emphasize 
that it was just that which scomed to ROSENBERG, since 1933 potentially, 
as the most essential part of his work, as he likewise intended to de- 
voto hirself in his old age ontircly to the scientific-culturol research 
and toachinr,. But about this a few more words later. 
Contrary to some, at first nocossory, thon in the evaluation of indivi- 
dual persons perhaps rothor petty judgments, ROSENBERG advocated at the 
univorsitise' of lamich and Hallo the right of examining new problems of 
times as well as the independence of scientific thinking. He de- 
clorod, we would have to "feel as intellectual brothers of all those 
who once in medieval times raised the flag for this free research" 
(Doce Book I, page 154). Against attempts to identify certain scientific 
physical theories with the Party, he protested in on official declara- 
tion rejecting this danger of hair-splitting. It is not the task of the 
national-socialist movement, said he in a speech about KOPERNIKUS and 
KANT on February 19, 1939, to make any regulations for research other 
than necessarily connected with our philosophy of life" (Doc.Book I,

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When certain trends towards quantity, peak figures representing the 
number of visitors, etc., appeared within the otherwise desirable 
progress achieved by the DAF he unequivocally intercede? in favor of 
an emphasis of the personal element. He rejected this idea of "mass 
production" in an address to youth, with the words: "One cannot recei 
art end culture delivered like mass-produced, ready-made clothes in a 
department store" (Doc. Book I Pace 155). If a poisoning of this youth 
is imputed to him here, he on the contrary asks (Doc,Book I Page 161) 
for comprehension in teaching on the part of everybody under whose 
protection young people are placed un’ he unequivocally rejects here 
any orders in the intellectual field.

By these brief allusions I mean to say that ROSENBERG, as a
